where it findeth none,and ro be condemned of the igno- 


rant,and of (uch as are at caſe, but moſt of allofthe ma- 
licious, whocan not be pleaſedeven when God is beſt 
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- pleaſed,and when men ſeckto approve themſelves to-e- 
every ones conſcicnce ; But in their hearts wiſh ra- 
ther that the Temple ſhould not be built, Religion never 
reformed, and they themſelves coutch betwixt the two buy- 
aexs, then that they ſhould be iatheir worldly proje&s 
or poſſeſſions oppofedor troubled. The deliverance of 
the people of God of old from the Egyptianſervitude ; The 
redemption of the Kirk by the Sonof God, andthe planting 
of Chriſtian Religion by bus ſervants, and thevindication 

of Religion from Romiſh ſuperſtition and tyranny , which 
arethe greateſt and moſt wonderfull works of G O D, 

- have beenmoſt bitterly calumniaced , and ſpircfully - 

Apurned againſt by the wicked. 

: \[/Thenature and quality of this great Work, wherein 

. the Lord hath honoured þs tobc Agents, andthe expe- 
rience which we have found of continuall oppoſition, | 
ſincethe beginning, may teachus , ifwe be not as the 
horſe and mute which have no underſtanding, that we 
are to expe the gainſaying of ſinners; and that nothing 

- canbe hatched in hell by Satan, or prompted by his 
Suppoſts on Earth, which will not be/produced to 
make us and the cauſe of God,which we mgintaine, ogjs / 
ous toallmen, bur moſt of all to our Neighbours and 
deareſt Brethren. When we ſhall now enter inro Eng. 
land, it will belayed to our charge, that we minde no- 
thing bur invaſion, and that no leſſe hath been intended 
by us from the beginning, then under the pretext of (ce. _ 
king our Religionand Liberties , ro enrich our ſelves , 
with their potleſſions and goods - But our peaccable -' * 
carriagemany yeares palt,betore the time of tho{c late 
troubles, our Informations, Declarations,and Rcmon- 
ſtrances publiſhed tothe world ,' wherein we have cur- © | © 
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ſed all Nationall invaſion, and our willingneſſe when 
we were in Armes; to lay them downe upon the {mal- 
leſt aſſurances of cnjoying our Religion and Liberties, 
will be conceived by the wiſe and well-afteed, to bee 
more plainc and fure evidences-of our meaning, then 
| all thatmalice can deviſe, or calumnie can cxprelle a. 
gainſt us, 

Neither have any new emergents altered, but rather 
confirmed our tormer reſolurions . for although both 
before and fince the lare'pacification, wee have beene 
highly injuried by ſome Papiſts, and Prelats, and their 
adherents there, who have beene , and are (till ſeeking 
-noleſle thenthat wee ſhould no more bee a Kirk or a 
Nation, andrheretore themſelves can not thinke , but 
we muſtaccompr of them as Gods enemies and ours ; 
yct above all the favours wee have received from the 
good people and Body of the Kingdome of England, 
Onethere 1s, which hath highly honoured them before 
the world, and endeered them unto us more then be- 
fore, which ſhall never be forgotten by us,and wee hope 
ſhall. be thankfully remembred by our Children , and 
Childrens Children after us,to all generations 3 That 
when upon mil. informarion,. che Councell of England 
had concluded to ufe force againſt us,whenthe Parlia + 
ment of Ireland had offered their Perſons and Eſtates 
tor ſupply againſt us, whenall plots and polices were 
{cr on work, andpublick Declazztions by authority 
were made,and the Parliament called for this very'end; 
whenwe had been traduced and proci:imed as tray- 
tours and rebels ar every Paroch Kirk, yerfowiſe , fo 
grave, {ojuſt was that High Court ot Patliament ( to 
- theireverlaſting hoftour be ir-remembred } that no 
A 3 threat- 
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threatnings, nor feares, nor promiſes, nor hopes, could 
—MMyzverhemiodecerne a Warre,or grant any Sublidie - 

lor a Warre againſt usz butrather by their ſpecches , 
co:umpiains,and grievances paralellroours, did juſtifie - 
the Caule w/uch we defend, 

— This ri-hand recent favour doth ſo binde our hearts, 
that were vur powerneverſogreat, we ſhould judge 
Out {.lv:s che unworchicit of all men, and could look 
for no leilc then ycngeance trom the righteous'G O D, 
if we (hould moove hand or foot againſt that Nation, 
ſo comturtally ro us repreſented 18-that honourable 
mecting. Intbis our than«tull ackagowledgment, wee 
deſire that the Ciry of Londen may have their owne 
large ſhare, as they well deſerveby rhe noble proofes 
they have giyen of theircon(tant affection ro Religion, 
and the peace vf both Kingdomes, notwithſtanding the 
continuall aſſaults of the mil- leaders of King and Court 

living amongſt chem, and alwaycs ſounding the erum- 
pct of Sedition intheir cares - And if this which'doth 
{o convince us, ſhall not be thought ſufficient co ſarisfie 
all the good people of England , . V Vee now before 
G O Dand the world, make offcr ingenerall , and will 
make offer ro ſo many of rhem as will require it in par- 
ticular, of the ſtrongeſt and moſt inviolable bond of our 
ſolemne' Oath and religious atteſtation of the great 
Nameof G O D, who is our feare & our dread, 8& from 
whom we hope fora bleſſing upon our Expedition,that 
we intend no enimitie or rapine, and ſhallrake no mans 
goods, nor ingageour ſelves in blood by fighting , un- 
lefle webe forced untoit, which we may look for from 
the Papiſts,Prelats,and others of thac fation; bur that 
any ſuch thing ſhall come from godly men, or good pa- 
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triots who lovethetrueth of Religion, orthe Kings ho. 


nour,and their owne Libertie, both the rule of charity, * 


which entertaineth no ſuſpiction,where there isno evill. 
deſerving, andtherule of wiſedome, which teacheth, 
that both Nations muſt nowſtand or fall together, doc 
forbid us to GS | 
All thedeſigne of both Kingdomes is, for the trueth 
of Religion,and forthejuſt Liberty of the Subje&; and 
allche Tviow and doings of the enemy are for oppreſ- 
ſing of both,that our Religionmay bee turned into Su- 
perſtition and Atheiſme,'and our Libertie into baſe ſer. 
vitudeand bondage : To bring this to paſle, they have 
certainly conceived,thatthe blocking up of this King- 
dome by Seaand Land, would proovea powerfull and 
infallible meane : for cither within a'very ſhort time 
ſhall wee through want of trade, and ſpoyling of our 
goods, bee bronght to ſuch extreamity, poverty, and 
confuſion, that we ſhall miſerably defire the conditions 
which wee now deſpiſe and declyne, and bee forced to 
embrace their will fora Law, both in Kirk and Policie, 
which will bee a precedent for the like miſery in Eng- 
land, taught by our exampleto be more wiſe. Or 
the other part, we ſhall by this invaſion bee conſtrayned 
furiouſly, and without order, to breake into England, 
which we belceve is their more earneſt deſire, becauſe a 
moreſpeedy execution of their defigne: For wedoubt 
not but upon'our comming, clamours will bee rayſed, 
poſts ſent, and Proclamations made through the King- 
dome,to {lander our pious andjuſt intentions, as if this 
had been our meaning from the beginning, Toſtirre up 
all rhe Engliſh againſt us, that once being cntered in 
blood,they may wich theig owne ſwords, extirpat their 
own 
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- own Religion, lay a preſent foundation with their own 


hands for building of Kwegin the midi(t of thein, and be 
madc the authors both of their own and our ſlavery, to 
continue for ever, | 
But in this admirable opportunity of vindication of 
traueRcligion and juſt Liberty, ifdivine providence bee 
looked upon witha rcverent Ey,and menfearing GOD, 
and loving the Kings aonour , and peace of both King- 
domes,ſhall walke worthy of their Eo ahcnk 


the enemies haveobtained ſo much of their deſires, 4 


by coards of their own twiſting to draw us into E 
land, yet may their maine deſigne be diſappointed, the 


rope which they have made, broughtupsn their owne 


necks,and their wiſedame turacd into fooliſhnes, which 
wehave rcaſonto hope for from that Supreame wiſe- 
dome and power, which hathinall the proceedings of 
this VVork, turned their devices upon their own patcs 
rhat plotted them, | 
In our Informations, Remonſtrances, and the True Re- 
preſentation of our proceeding: ſince the late pacification 
we have (o farre expreſſed the wrongs which wee have 
ſuſtained, and the diſtreſles which wee ſuffer , as may 
make manifeſt our preſſing neceſlity, to take ſomeorher 
courſe for our how? Bi rclicf,then ſuch Petitions, Suppli 
cations,and Commiſſions ,as we have uſed before, wit 
leſle ſucceſle,then could have beene expcRed of a King- 
dome from their own native King. Before we ſtirredlo 
much as with a Petition, wee endured for many yeares, 
not onely the perperuall oppoſition of the eructh and 
power of Religion by Prelats and Pap:ſts,but alſothe vi- 
olation of all our Libertics,and almoſt the totall ſubycr- 
fion of our Religion, which was our comfort inthe fight 


of 
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of God, andthe glory ofthis Nation inthefight ofo- 


ther Kirkes , who by the teſtimony of their Divines, 
made our Reformation the meaſure of their wiſhes, and 


would have redeemed it with their greateſt worldly ; 


lofles, When grofſe Popery was natoriouſly obtru- 
ded upon us inthe books of Canons and Common pray. 
er,withour conſent or knowledge of the Kirke, and the 
plot ofthe Prelats and Pap:ſts wholly diſcovered, how 
to ſertleit in both Nations, wee added to our former 
ſufferings,no other Armes but Prayers and tearesunto 
G O D: and Petitions unto our King,which were utter- 
ly rcje&ed; The books and corruptions againſt which 
we petitioned, highly exalted,and by cheinſolent advice 
of thoſe whogovernenow his Councells, and labour to 
eſtabliſh their own evill acquired greatneſſe, upon our 
opprefſion, and the ruines of our Religion and Liber. 
ties, we were forbidden to inſiſt, under the pain of high 
Treaſon. When wee found our ſelves thus oppoſed 
and borne downe, ſtill infiſting in our humble deſires, 
we ſolemaely renewed our Nationall Oath and Coye- 
nant, for Pony our Religion and Liberties, and 
of his Majeſtics authority, knowing the violation of that 
Oath , ro beerthe guiltinefle which had procured our 
woes, and that our repentance and turning to G OD, 
were the meanes by his bleſſing for good ſucceſle, 
V Vhencontrary to our deſerving and expectation, His 
Majeſty was moved by wicked counſell, to march to- 
ward us with an Army, we were very {oonpleaſed, and 
chooſed rather ro neg ſuch courſes, as might ſerye 
for our humane ſatery, then to fall in ſeeming diſobedi- 
encetoour King, Ortogivethe ſmalleſt diſtaſtetoour 
dear Brethren in England: And therfore disbanded oup

Forces, delivered all holds which were craved intefti- 
mony of our obedience: andſo farre complycdwith his 
- Majeſties pleaſure,that notwithſtanding the determina- 
tion of our lawfull former Aſſembly called by his Ma- 
jeſty, we were contented that anew free Aſſembly and 
Parliament ſhould be appointed, where all things both 
concerning our Religion and Liberties, might again be 
conſidered and eſtabliſhed. V Vhen matters Ecclefiaſti. 
call were dererminedin the Aﬀembly, according to the 
conſtitutions of the Kirk, inthepreſence, and with the 
conſent of his Majeſtics Commiſhoner, and the Parlia- 
ment was conveened for perfc@ing the V Vork,a)though 
we walked thercin ſo warily, that no juſt provocation 
wasgivento his Majeſty, yet contrary to the- Lawes 
and cuſtome of this Kingdome, the Parliament ſo cer- 
tainly promiſed, when his Majeſty was free of thoſe bad 
- Counſcllours, was by their cvill advyce prorogued ; 
which,to ſhew our invincible obedience, we were con- 
tent to ſuffer , and did ſend up our Commiſſioners to 
Londen,to render the reaſons of our demands, When 
our Commiſhoners and Petirions of the Parliament, 
called by his Majeſty, were ſo tarre rejected, that they 
. were never {cen nor heard, weſcnd up our Commiſho- | 
ners again with our Propoſitions, which contained 00- 
thing but what was neccflary for the good and peace of 
the Kinzdome, and wasgranted unto us before, under 
his Majeſties hand, yet could they finde no anſwer at all, 
which will be wondered at, and hardly belceved by ſo 
many as areſtrangers at Court , and know not that the 
Biſhop of Cazterbury , and the Licvtenant of Ireland, 
withche affiſtance of the too too powerfull Faion of } 
the Papiſts,labour to ſhow their zealefor bis Majeſties 
| \, great- 
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erearneſſe, by the opprefling the juſt Liberties of the 
Subjects , and the Reformed Religion in all the thre© 
Kingdomes. But in place of the gracious anſwer which 
we expeed, Our Commiſſioners were reſtrained, and 
one of the Noblemen impriſoned z Garriſons of ftran- 
 gers ſer over our heads , in an inforent and barbarons 
way, excrciling their cruelty even againſt women-anid - 
children; Our thips and goods takenand funke, and the -. 
Owners ſtripped naked, and more inhumanely uſed at <! 
the commandement of abulecd authority by the fubjedts 
of our owneKing , then by Turkes and Infidels. And * 
great Armies prepared againſt us, with a terrible Com- (= 
miffion toſubdue and deftroy our ſclyes, our Religion, ,,, 2 


Liberties, Lawes and all. 
Inthisextreamity forus to ſend new Commiſſioners 
or Petitions, were againſt ſente and experience ; thoſe 
that governethe Kings Counſels being far from any in- 
clinationor intention toſatisfie the juſt deſires and prie- 
vances of the SubjeRts , as they have made manifeſt by 
breaking up of the Parliaments in both Kingdomes, To 
ſit ſrillinſenſeleſneſfe and ſtupiditic , wayting for our 
ownedeſtrudion at thedifcrertion of our mercileſſe ene. 
| mies ( which wereir not atthis time joyned with the 
cauſe of God, wovld moveustheleſle ) ts not onely a. 
gainſt Religion, bur Nature; teaching and commandi 
us to ſtudy our own preſervation, Toendure continuall - 
threatnings , and ſogreat hoſtility and invaſion from 
yeareto yeare,which 1s the profeſſed policie of our ene. 
mies, is impoſsible ; and when wee have examined our - 
y own Strengeh,more then we are able to beare. We have 
therefore afrer much agitation and debating , with, and 
| amongſt our ſelves , refolyed to _ our ye" 
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which havebeen canvaſſed by ſo many, and brought to 
ſome point of determination inour own Parliament, to 
beberter knownto the Kings Majeſty, and the world, 
and eſpecially to the Kingdome of Zxg/and,thar againſ: 
all falle and arrificiall relations, thcy being nakedly ſeen 
to be what they are,wee may obraine a better grounded 
and moredurable peace, for enjoying of our Religion 
and Lawes : and as wce dclirethe unworthy authors of 
our troubles,who have come out from our ſelves, to be 
tryed at home,and Julticc to be done upon them, accor. 
ding to our owne Lawes: Sofhall wee preſſeno further 
proceſſe againſt theſe pernicious Counſellours in Eng- 
Lazd,the authors of all the miſerics of both Kingdomes, 
then what their own Parliament ſhal decerne to bethcir 
juſt deſerving. «| 
When we look back upon this work of Reformation 
«from the beginning, and perceive the Impreſſions of the 
providence of God in it, weeare forced in the midſt of 
all our difficulties and diſtrcſles , roblcfle God for his 
Fatherly careand free love tothis Kirk and Kingdome, 
and to take courage and {pirittoprocecd in patience & 
perſeverance, whither he ſhall goe before vs, afid leade 
us on, WhenthePrelats were growne by their rents & 
lordly dignities,by their power over all ſorts of his Ma- 
jelties Subjets,Miniſters,and others, by their places in 
Parliament,Councell,Colledge of Juſtice, Exchcquer, 
and high Commilsion,toan abſolutedominion & great- 
neſſe,and ſetting their one foot on the Kitk, and the 0- 
ther on the State, were become intolle1ably inſolent,e- 
venthen did the Work begin , and this was the Lords 
opportunity. The beginnings were ſmall, and promiſed 
-* nogreatthing, but bave been ſo ſeconded and continu- 
ally 
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ally followed by Divine providence , preſſing us from 
ſtep to ſtep,thar the neceſſity was invincible, and could 
not be reſilied. It cannot be expreſicd what motions fil- 
ledthe hearts, what teares were powred torth from the 
eycs, and what cryes came fromthe mouthes of many 
thouſands inthis Land at that time, from theſenſe of the 
love and power of God,rayſing chem as tromchedead, 
and giviag them hopes after fo greata deluge and yalta- 
tion,to ſceanew world , wherein Religionand Righte- 
ouſneſl: ſhould dwell: When wee were many times at a 
pauſe,and knew not well what ro doe, the fearcs,rhe fu- 
ries,the peeviſhneſle, and the plotsalſo of ourdementat 
adyerſaryes, opencd the wayes unto us, and taught us 
how to proceed; and what they deviſed to ruine us, ſer- 
ved molt agaiaſtthemſelve$, and for rayſing and pro- 
mooving the Worke, Although ncicher Councell, nor 
Seſſton,nor any other Judicarure,bath been all this time 
ſitting , andthere have beene mectipgs of many thou- 
ſands,at ſometimes, yet have they been keeped withour 
tumultorcrouble,and withour exceſle or ryor, in better 
order,and greater quictneſle, then in themolt peaceable 
times hath been found in this Land. V Vhen we were 
content at the pacification, to lay down Armes, & with, 
greatloſle, toliveat home in peace, our wicked cnemiggs 
have bcenlike the troubled Sea when it cannot reſt, 
whoſe waters caſt up mire and dirt, and will haveus to - 
doethat which it ſeemeth the Lord hath decreed againſt 
them, The purity ofour Intentions f.irre from baſeand 
earthly relpeQs: The bent and inclination of our hearts 
inthe mic{t of many dangers : The fitting of inſtru. 
ments,not onely with a deſire and diſpolicion, but wi:h 


ſpirit and ability to overcome oppolicion, and the cons > 
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ſtant peaceof heart accompanying us in our wayes, 
whic 1 bearech us out againtt all accuſations and aſper- 
f159s ,1re co us ſtrong grounds of affurance, that G O D 
harh accepced our worke, and will not leaveus. V Vee 
kno.y chatche Lord may ufceven wicked menin his ſer - 
vic”, and may fill rheir failes with a fairegale of abili. ; 
© ries,11d carrythem on wicha ftrong hand, which ſhould 
mike usrotearch our hearts the more narrowly: But as 
this 0uzhcnot ro difcourage his own faichfull ſervants, 
who our of love co his Name,intend his honour, walk in 
his wavcs, finde tis peace .comforting them , his provi- 
d-ncedircting them, and his prefence bleſſing them in 
thcir ffair2s; So ir cannor be any juſt ground of quarrel- 
ling againſt che work of GOD. 

Yerall thoſeour encouragements , which have up- 
holden our heartsinthe midſt of many troubles, could 
not make our cntry into England warrantable , it our 
peace, which we carneſtly ſeck and follow aficr, could 
be found ar home,or elſewhere. Whereir is to be found, 
we muſt ſeek after it; and no ſooner ſhall we finde ir,but 
by laying down our Armes,and by the evidences of our 
peaceable diſpoſition, wee ſhall make it manifeſt to the 
world.,and efpecia ly tothe Kingdome of England,that 
weare ſecking nothingelſe , and that our taking up of 
Armes, was not for invaſion, but for defence. No man 

- necdeth to plead by poſitive Law for neceſsity:1t is writ- 
ten in every mans heart by Nature , and inall Nations 
we find men have reccived it by praQiſe;That Neceſvity | 

> is a Soveraignitie,a Law above all Lawes,is ſubje@ ro no 
Law,and therefore is ſaid to have no Law : where Ne- 
ceſsiry commandeth,the Lawes of Nature and Nations 


givetheir conſent, and all poſitive Lawes are filent and 
give 
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iveplace. This Law bath place ſometimes to excuſe, 
ometimes to exrenuat , and ſometimes to juſtific and 
wariand ations otherwayes queſtionable. And no grea- 
ter neceſsity can be, then the preſervation of Religion 
whichis che Soulez of the Countrey which is the Body; 
of our Lyves who arethe members, and of the honour 
of the King who isthe Hed: All thoſeat this time arein 
a common hazard, and toprelerve and {ecure all, wee 
know no other way under the Sunne (and if any man be 
ſo wileas to know it, wee defire to heareir, and ſhall bee 
ready to follow it ) but ro take orcer with our common 
encmics, where they may be found, and to ſeck our aſſu- 
rance where it may begiven. The queſtion is nor, whe- 
ther we ſhall content ourſelves with our own poverty, 
orenrich our ſelves in Exgland,that queſtionis impious 
and abſurd. Neither is the queſtion whether we ſhall de- 
fend our ſelves at home, or inyade our Neighbours and 
deareſt Brethren, this alſo were unchriſtian and unrea- 
ſonable: But chisis the queſtiop, whether it be wiſdome 
and piety to keep our be within the Borders till our 
throats be cut, and our Religion, Lawes,and Countrey 
be deſtroyed: Orthall wee bcſtirre our ſelves,and ſecke 
our Safeguard,Peace and Liberty in England: 'whether 
we ſhall doe or dye ; whether we tha'l goeand live,or a» 
bideand periſh: Or morelargely to exprefleall , whe 
ther we whoarenot a few privart perſons, but a whole 
Kingdome, ſhalllye under rhe burden of ſo many accu- 
ſations, as ſcarcely in the worſttimes have beene inten- 
ded againſt Chriſtians, Receivethe Service booke, and 


the whole body of Popery, Embracethe Prelats, and 
their abjured Hierarchy , Renounce our ſolemne Oath 


and Covcnant, {0 many times ſworne by us, loſe all our 
labours

labours and paincs inthis Cauſ& and forget our former 
{lavery and wontcd delires of redemption ar thedeareſt 
rate, Ticklerhe miades of our enemies withjoy , and 
ſtrengthen cheir hands with violence, and fill the hearts 
of our friends with lorrow, and their faces with ſhame, 
becauſe of us, Dclcrte and diſhonour the Sonne of God, 
whoſe Cauſe we have under-taken, whoſe Banner wee 
havediſplaycd,and whoſe Fruethand Power hath teen 
this crime pait,more comfortable untous, then all that 
the peace and profperity of the world could have ren- 

-.dered , and draw upon our ſelves all rhe Judgements 
which G O D hach executed upon Apoſtaics {ince the 
beginning; Or ſhall we told our hands,and waite forthe 

.perfct ilavcry ot ourſelves, and our poſterity, in our 
Soules, Bocs,and Eſtares,and (which is all one } too- 
liſhly coſtand co ourdefence, wherewe know it:is im - 
poſii>le; Or ſhall weeſecke our reliefe infollewing the 
calling of GOD, (for our neceſſity can bee interpteted 
to be nolelle andentering by the doore which his pro- 
vidence hath opened unto us, when all waycsareſtop- L 
ped bclide? 

Our encmies at firſt did ſhroud themſelves fo farre 
with the Kings authority, that they behooved to ſtand 
and fall rogerher, and that to cenſure them, was treaſon 
againſt the King.
